School lunch programs to be free 


Province to outlaw 
school board's $200 
supervision fees

Metro Halifax 

The education minister will legislate 
universal lunch supervision with no 
user fees this fall. 

"The legislation will be effective in 
September of 2009 that no students 
will have to pay in any school. It will 


be universal/' Karen Casey said yes¬ 
terday. "We're giving the Halifax 
board a year to work that through." 

The Education Department has no 
plans to help the Halifax regional 
school board — currently the only 
board in the province that charges 
parents for lunch supervision — pay 
for it, a spokesman said. 

"Other boards are managing to do 
it, so our expectation is that Halifax 
can do it within the funding re¬ 
sources that we give them currently," 
Peter McLaughlin said. 


Lunch fees became controversial 
last fall after a group of Fall River 
parents publicly opposed paying the 
school board's $200 fee levied on 
French immersion and walking stu¬ 
dents who want to stay for lunch. 

Liberals responded by introducing 
legislation intended to eliminate the 
fees. Board staff threatened to dis¬ 
mantle the lunchtime supervision 
program altogether unless the 
province ponied up to help fund it. 

The board maintains lunch isn't 
part of the instructional day as out-

lined in the teachers' collective agree¬ 
ment and is not its responsibility. 

Many parents were outraged at 
the possibility of losing the "valuable" 
child-care service and said they were 
quite happy to pay. 

In light of that, the board recently 


passed a new lunch policy that says 
parents whose children live within 
an appropriate walking distance to 
school still have to pay, but the pro¬ 
gram can no longer generate profit. 

Peggy Aikenhead of Fall River said 
yesterday she's pleased with the min¬ 
ister's plans, but still won't pay su¬ 
pervision fees for her son in 2008-09. 

"We shouldn't be paying extra to 
send our children to public school. 
It's not fair for (only) some to have to 
pay," said the mother of two.

School board warns of program cuts 


But minister says 
drop in services 
won't be tolerated

The school board says cuts in 
the classroom may be in store 
next year unless the province 
ponies up more cash. 

The Halifax regional school 
board held a special meeting 
yesterday to discuss implica¬ 


tions if the recently tabled 
provincial budget passes. 

"We're certainly looking at 
tough choices," said Richard 
Morris, the board's director of 
financial services. "If I was a 
parent, I would be concerned 
about programs and services 
that may be affected." 

Morris said the board's esti¬ 
mated funding levels are not 
enough to cover current pro¬ 
gramming in schools. An esti¬ 
mated 4.2 per cent provincial 
increase would only cover ris¬ 


ing staff salaries and benefits, 
he said. Last year, the board 
received about $350 million 
from the province. 

Adding to the pressure is a 
lack of provision in the budget 
for the soaring costs of oil. 
Morris said the board expects 
to pay an additional $2.4 mil¬ 
lion for heat next year. 

The Education Minister 
Karen Casey said the board 
will have to work within the 
dollars the province provides. 

"We're not suggesting and 


we will not accept any reduc¬ 
tions in services," Casey said. 
"If they're finding the funding 
is not adequate, then we want 
them to look inside at some of 
their own operational costs." 

Morris said the current 
funding formula used by the 
province also short-changes 
Halifax students. 

The board currently re¬ 
ceives $6,523 per student in 
funding — that's 9.2 per cent 
less than the provincial aver¬ 
age of $7,185. 


Strait regional school board 
receives $2,000 more in per 
student funding than Halifax. 

Casey said all school boards 
were involved in a 2005 deci¬ 
sion about the per pupil fund¬ 
ing formula, but admitted it 
may be time to review it. 

"The concerns for Halifax 
will certainly be given serious 
consideration and that may 
cause us to look at: 'Is the im¬ 
plementation of this fair or do 
we need to go back and revisit 
it?"' -lmdsay.jones@metronews.ca

Province to help pay 
tuition if doctors 
agree to stay in N.S.

The health minister yester¬ 
day announced 10 new un¬ 
dergraduate medical school 
seats will open at Dalhousie 
University over the next two 
years and those chosen for 
the program will get tuition 
support in exchange for their 
commitment to 
practice wher¬ 
ever the gov¬ 
ernment deems 
necessary 

The Liberals 
have been fight¬ 
ing for the seats 
to ease doctor 
shortages in the 
province and 
party leader Stephen McNeil 
said he was disappointed last 
week when the seats weren't 
included in the provincial 
budget. 

After Health Minister Chris 
d'Entremont announced the 
program at the legislature 
yesterday, a member of the 
New Democrat Party noted 
its opportune timing. 

"There certainly is, kind of 
like a marriage of conven¬ 
ience," said New Democrat 
MLA Frank Corbett, refer¬ 
ring to the possibility the 


government announced the 
seats simply for the Liberal 
vote. 

The budget vote — which 
takes place next Thursday 
— is a confidence vote and 
gives the Liberal and New 
Democrat parties the power 
to topple Premier Rodney 
MacDonald's minority gov¬ 
ernment if they both choose 
to vote against it. 

Health Minister Chris 
d'Entremont said the 10 new 
seats, which will cost the 
government about $400,000, 
weren't part of 
last week's 
budget because 
the agreement 
with Dalhousie 
was not yet 
settled. 

"It's Dal who 
does the train¬ 
ing on our be¬ 
half," he said. 
"They felt they weren't ready." 

Since the details of the 
budget were released last 
week, McNeil has said his 
vote is not a guarantee, 
though yesterday his tune 
was slightly different. 

"I'm pleased for Nova Sco¬ 
tians," he said, referring to 
the new seats. 

He said if the sitting of the 
legislature continues in such 
a positive direction, the 
party may be able to vote in 
support of the budget.

Hundreds call for 
safer conditions

"We're not gonna take it!"

Canada will be investigated 
on suspicion of violating

Ottawa played down the 
news, saying it was taking 
quick steps to ensure it com¬ 
plied by the rules.

"On 5 May 2008 Canada 
was given an official notifi¬ 
cation of the decision of the 
enforcement branch to pro¬ 
ceed" with a formal question 
over compliance with rules 
on registering emissions, the 
enforcement branch said. 
The enforcement branch 
warned Canada last month 
that it risked scrutiny over 
alleged shortfalls in its green¬ 
house gas registry. reuters

berg as an unknown number 
of people simply overstay in 
the country after their visas 
expire, a security expert 
warns.

First UN relief 
flights arrive in 
devastated nation 

The first United Nations relief 
flights started to arrive late 
yesterday for cyclone victims 
in military-ruled Myanmar 
as a U.S. diplomat said that 
more than 100,000 people 
may have been killed. 

The cyclone slammed into 
coastal towns and villages in 
the rice-growing Irrawaddy 
delta southwest of Yangon on 
Saturday, the most devastat¬ 
ing storm to hit Asia since 
1991, when 143,000 people 
were killed in neighbouring 
Bangladesh. 

Witnesses reported that 
villages were destroyed and 
people fought for survival by 
clutching trees as the storm 
brought walls of water charg¬ 
ing inland from the sea. 

Aid has been trickling in 
from other Asian nations, al¬ 
though frustrated govern¬ 
ments and relief agencies are 
putting increasing pressure 
on Myanmar's reclusive mil¬ 
itary rulers to throw their 
borders wide open to as 
much help as possible. 

Thailand, Japan, India, 
China, Singapore and Indone¬ 


sia were all flying in assis¬ 
tance. 

"The first plane has arrived 
with food supplies and three 
other flights were scheduled 
this morning," said Paul Ris- 
ley, spokesman for the UN 
World Food Programme in 
Bangkok. 

Reports of cyclone damage 
in a country that used to be 
the world's largest rice ex¬ 
porter added to worries 


about tight global supplies of 
the grain. 

Richard Horsey of the UN 
Office of the Coordination of 
Humanitarian Affairs said in 
Bangkok that 5,000 square 
km of the delta were under 
water. 

But the government insists 
it has enough reserves, al¬ 
though the the UN's Food and 
Agriculture Organization said 
damage to crops and stores in 


the delta rice bowl could 
mean that Myanmar will 
need short-term imports and 
miss its 2008 export targets. 

At the United Nations in 
New York, John Holmes, UN 
undersecretary-general for 
humanitarian affairs, said 
four Asian aid workers who 
did not need visas would get 
in but other UN aid workers 
were still waiting for travel 
permits. reuters

Followers of the Iran- 
backed Hezbollah paralyzed 
the capital and cut routes to its 


sea and air ports by blocking 
roads with blazing tires, old 
cars, heaps of earth and con¬ 
crete blocks. 

An opposition source said 
the protest campaign would 
continue until the government 
rescinded decisions affecting 
Hezbollah, including a move to 
take steps against a telecom¬ 


munications network oper¬ 
ated by the group. 

Hezbollah, a Shiite Muslim 
group backed by Syria and 
Iran, has led a 17-month-long 
political campaign against 
Prime Minister Fouad Sin- 
iora's anti-Syrian cabinet. Fric¬ 
tion has already led to bouts of 
lethal violence. reuters 


Clinton loaned own 
campaign $6.4M 


Barack Obama took a com¬ 
manding lead in the Demo¬ 
cratic presidential race 
yesterday, but Hillary Clin¬ 
ton vowed to fight on after it 
was revealed she had loaned 
her campaign $6.4 million in 
recent weeks. 

Obama's big win in North 
Carolina and Clinton's slim 
victory in Indiana widened 
his advantage in their battle 
for the right to face Republi¬ 
can John McCain in the No¬ 
vember presidential election 
with just six contests re¬ 
maining. The results left the 


cash-strapped Clinton cam¬ 
paign with little chance to 
halt Obama's march to the 
nomination. But the New 
York senator brushed off 
calls to drop out of the race. 

"I'm staying in this race 
until there is a nominee," 
Clinton told reporters after a 
campaign rally in Shepherd- 
stown, West Virginia, which 
holds a primary Tuesday. 

Clinton put $5 million of 
her own money into her 
campaign in April and $1.4 
million over the past week, 
aides said. reuters

Olympic torch lit 
at Everest summit 

The Olympic torch was lit at 
the top of Mount Everest late 
yesterday, the crowning mo¬ 
ment of the Beijing Games 
torch relay which had been 
dogged by anti-Chinese 
protests on its world tour. 

Three months to the day be¬ 
fore the Games open, mem¬ 
bers of a 31-strong team 
reached the top of the 8,848- 


metre peak carrying the 
Olympic flame in a lantern be¬ 
fore lighting the torch. 

Weather had delayed the as¬ 
cent for days. 

Security around the world's 
highest mountain, which sits 
astride the border of the Chi¬ 
nese region of Tibet and Nepal, 
was tight as China sought to 
prevent any demonstrations 
marring the spectacle. 

The climbing team, which 
included 22 Tibetans, eight 


Han Chinese and one man 
from the Tujia minority, had 
been on the mountain for 
more than a week preparing 
the route along the north-east 
ridge. Two days of snow at the 
weekend destroyed some of 
the roped paths and camps but 
by yesterday the penultimate 
camp at 7,790 metres was ren¬ 
ovated and the climbers, also 
including three women, 
braced for the final push.

Gammon’s 1st quarter shines: 

Gammon Gold Inc. announced 
yesterday its first quarter unaudited 
financial results for Q1 2008.

Sabres star fills key

Staal and St. Louis skated 
with Jason Spezza for most of 
the tournament, but the line 
didn't click. Spezza and Staal, 
natural centres, kept getting 
their wires crossed. 

Roy will play the left side 


with Staal at centre. Spezza 
will play his natural position 
on the fourth line with Patrick 
Sharp. 

The adjustment shouldn't 
be overly difficult for Roy, 
considering his previous line- 
mates included Shane Doan 
and Jonathan Toews, top-lin¬ 
ers on their respective NHL 


teams. 

"That's the third line, but 
it's a first line on most NHL 
teams," he said. "I just have to 
keep playing my game, getting 
down low, getting the puck to 
the net and getting into scor¬ 
ing areas." 

The 5-foot-9, 188-pound 
native of Ottawa had a break¬ 


through year after Sabres stars 
Daniel Briere and Chris Drury 
landed big-money free-agent 
contracts and left town. 

Roy struggled early on, but 
finished the season with 51 
points in 38 games for a 32- 
goal, 81-point career cam¬ 
paign.

"Eric's a big guy who moves 
the puck and skates well;

President likes city, 
but Rainmen may 
not get OK by fall

If the Halifax Rainmen get 
into the NBA Development 
League, it's unlikely it will 
happen in time for the 2008- 
09 season. 

D-League president Dan 
Reed visited Halifax yester¬ 
day to assess the Rainmen as 
a potential expansion fran¬ 
chise, and addressed media 
briefly at Province House in 
the afternoon 
"We are looking expansion- 
wise for the 2009-10 season 
at this point," Reed said. 
"We're pretty comfortable 
with the 16 teams we have 
currently (for 2008-09). 


We've doubled in the last 
three years so we don't want 
to expand too aggressively." 

Reed said it would be "very 
difficult" to get a deal done by 
the fall, which is what 
the Rainmen would 
prefer. 

The Rainmen, who 
dropped out of the 
American Basketball 
Association in March 
after just one season, submit¬ 
ted a proposal last week to 
Reed to join the D-League. 

Rainmen owner Andre 
Levingston, who took Reed 
on a tour of the city, said he 
doesn't "want to go dark for a 
year." 

"We're talking through 
some things and seeing what 
we can put together to satisfy 
our city and fans," he said. 

After a few hours in town, 


Reed said he had "as good of a 
feeling as you can get" for a 
city upon first impressions. 

His biggest concern about 
putting a team in Halifax is 
geographic location. 
The NBADL is located 
primarily in the west¬ 
ern U.S., and Halifax is 
an average distance of 
4,386 kilometres from 
the league's 16 cities. 
The closest team is an expan¬ 
sion franchise in Erie, Pa., al¬ 
most 2,000 kilometres away. 

"Our feeling in expanding 
to the northeast is that we'd 
need to have enough teams 
that are close to each other 
geographically," Reed ex¬ 
plained. "The bus ride is the 
rule of thumb we use so that 
the travel costs remain rea¬ 
sonable." 

Erie, he was quick to point 


team 

out, "is more than a bus ride 
away." 

Working in Halifax's 
favour is the fact it could pro¬ 
vide a more nearby minor- 
league alternative for NBA 
teams such as the Boston 
Celtics, Toronto Raptors and 
New York Knicks. 

Reed also said the amount 
of interest from cities want¬ 
ing to join the D-League is at 
an "all-time high." Portland, 
Me., and Harlem, N.Y., are 
among those believed to be in 
the mix, which would help 
ease concerns about Halifax's 
location. 

"We're trying to find the 
right markets with the right 
arenas and the right owners 
to continue to grow what has 
already been a very success¬ 
ful league so far," Reed said.

Greenish glow and 
annoying flickers are 
now things of past 

W e’ve all heard about 

the conservation bene¬ 
fits of using fluores¬ 
cent lights — you can cut your 
lighting costs by more than half by 
using them. 

They are far 
more efficient pro¬ 
ducers of light, and 
they have a life 
span of six to 10 
times the life of the 
average incandes¬ 
cent lamp, so con¬ 
sumers save money 
by buying fewer 
lights over time. So 
why do some people remain leery 
of using them? 

The design team has heard it 
often enough — many people have 
a notion that fluorescent light fix¬ 


tures cast a greenish yellow glow 
that is most unattractive. And 
there was some truth to this many 
years ago. Luckily, those days are 
gone. 

The technology of fluorescent 
lighting has developed enor¬ 
mously since then. The quality of 
light has improved, thanks to ad¬ 
vances that allow 
more natural light to 
be produced. 

Fluorescent light¬ 
ing now comes in at 
least two types — a 
warm white which 
mimics the warm yel¬ 
lowish glow of incan¬ 
descent lights, and a 
cool white, which 
casts a whiter light 
with more blue tones in it. Warm 
whites are often used in homes, as 
people are used to that inviting 
tone of light. Cool whites, on the 
other hand, cast a whiter “day¬

wary of fluorescents 


light” colour with more blue and 
green in it. These tend to be used 
in offices, or in a contemporary or 
modern loft setting. 

Not only that, the annoying 
flicker that was associated with 
fluorescent lighting is also a thing 
of the past, and this is because the 
ballast system that is necessary in 
fluorescent lighting has improved 
as well. 

Another benefit is that fluores¬ 
cent lighting by its very nature 
does not produce as much heat as 
incandescent bulbs — they gener¬ 
ate a whopping 70 per cent less 
heat than incandescent bulbs. And 
fluorescent bulbs and lamps now 
come in a wide range of sizes, 
shapes and wattages to fit many 
light fixtures. 

For example, Sylvania lights 
comes in 50 to 60 types of fluores¬ 
cent bulbs, from compact twist or 
mini-twist bulbs, to chandelier 
bulbs of various types, globe, re¬ 



flector, and of course, long narrow 
lamps. 

Do remember that it is impor¬ 
tant to buy good-quality fluores¬ 
cent lights — the cheapest ones 
will not give you good service. 

(To be sure you’re getting a 
good-quality bulb, look for the 
energy star rating— a govern¬ 
ment-backed program.) 

Good quality bulbs will also 
have the benefit of reducing the 
levels of mercury and lead used in 
these lights. Normally, there is no 
release of mercury in your home 
through regular use — it would 
only happen if the lamp is broken. 

And even then, the amount 
from a single bulb is very small, 
and would only become a health 
hazard at a disposal site, if a large 
number of lamps are disposed im¬ 
properly. 

The good news for the home 
owner is that retailers such as 
Home Depot and IKEA accept fluo-

Artist in residence 
mixes passions

F or a boy who grew up 
on the prairies, playing 
and watching hockey, 
it's understandably a slap¬ 
shot project. 

"It's the best job in the 
world," says Graeme Patter¬ 
son. "I am passionate about 
hockey, but I am passionate 
about art — so I get to do 
those two things at once." 

The NSCAD University 
graduate — and current 
artist-in-resident at the Art 
Gallery of Nova Scotia—has 
teamed with hockey legend 
Darryl Sittler for his newest 
work. 

Galled 10 Point Game, the 
handcrafted piece is a hockey 


table that Patterson will film 
to recreate the Feb. 7, 1976, 
game where Sittler, a 
Toronto Maple Leaf, scored 
10 points. 

It still stands as an NHL 
record for most points scored 
during one game. 

"I didn't know what the 
record was before," said Sit¬ 
tler, who was at the gallery 
yesterday to look at the 


piece. "I went into the end of 
the second period with seven 
points, and our statistician 
came down to the dressing 
room, and normally he 
wouldn't do that." 

The record at the time was 
eight points, and was held by 
Maurice Richard. 

"It was cool, I was a 26- 
year old," Sittler said. "I went 
out in the third period and 


got three more goals." 

Patterson, who has made 
three hockey-themed works, 
was introduced to Sittler 
through a mutual friend in 
Toronto. 

It was after meeting the 
icon that the artist came up 
with the idea to make 10 
Point Game 

Sittler said it was an hon¬ 
our for him to be asked, es¬ 
pecially since he has seen 
Patterson's other work and 
appreciates the way he cap¬ 
tures the essence of hockey. 

"When this is finished, the 
people who come to the 
gallery will appreciate his 
skill and talent, and obvi¬ 
ously the recognition and the 
importance of the game it¬ 
self," Sittler says. 

The AGNS will unveil a 
completed 10 Point Game at 
a later date.

Fans spur band

It was a unique experience, 
one he can file under the "like 
no other gig" category. 

"We were advised to wear 
hard hats, and the audience 
was advised to, but I didn't 
want to play with it on all 
night," guitarist Troy Van 
Leeuwen said. 

Last month, he and the 
rest of the members of 
Queens Of The Stone Age 
took their sound more than 
700 metres underground and 
performed for a few hundred 
fans in a salt mine in Sonder- 
shausen, Germany. 

"We are a loud band, and 


we didn't want to play loud 
that far underground," said 
Van Leeuwen. "For the cav¬ 
ernous sound that venue has, 
it would have been horrible 
for a loud rock band, so we 


stripped ourselves down and 
played at a softer level. 

"I don't recommend hang¬ 
ing out there too long. You 
sort of get dried out. The salt 
air wants to make you choke 


a little — but for a gig the 
venue was really cool." 

It will be a different type of 
salt air — or harbour stench 
— the California rockers ex¬ 
periences on Tuesday when 


they play the Cunard Centre. 

The sold-out show is the 
last on the band's Canadian 
tour—one where they played 
large and small cities — to 
promote its fifth studio 
album, Era Vulgaris. Released 
last year, the album was in¬ 
spired by lead singer, and 
founding band member, Josh 
Homme's tiresome daily com¬ 
mutes through Hollywood. 

"We've played a lot of 
places that not too many 
bands go to," said Van 
Leeuwen, who started work¬ 
ing with the group in 2002. 
"Obviously, having dates sold 
out, shows us we need to go 
to those places. 

"It's as important to the 
fans for us to go as it is for us 
in the band to just explore and 
have new experiences."

J ason Castro lost his 
chance at the Ameri¬ 
can Idol crown when 
he didn’t remember the 
lyrics for Bob Dylan’s Mr.

The viewers were not as 
sympathetic for Castro, 
who was voted off the 
show last night, as they 
were two weeks ago with 
Brooke White when she 
fumbled on her song and 
had to start over.

It’s not that Castro is a 
horrible singer, he’s just 
not suited for this singing 
competition — he doesn’t 
fit the Idol mould. Per¬ 
haps busking back in his 
hometown of Rockwall, 
Texas, will work better for 
him. 

Nearly 51 million votes 
came flooding in following 
Tuesday’s Rock And Roll 
Hall Of Fame themed 
show, the highest this sea¬ 
son thus far.

ance that featured the Idol 
hopefuls singing Reeling 
In The Years by Steely Dan. 
After host Ryan Seacrest re¬ 
vealed that both Archuleta 
and Cook were safe, judge 
Randy Jackson offered a 


few words of advice to 
Cook. 

“You just got to keep 
being yourself... you’ve 
been one of our most origi¬ 
nal ever ... and rock it out 
baby,” said Jackson. 


More performances fol¬ 
lowed including a number 
by pop rock band Maroon 
5 , which sang If I Never See 
Your Face Again, and an ap¬ 
pearance by Season 4 run¬ 
ner-up Bo Bice, who sang 
his new single Witness. 

This week’s bottom two 
included Mercado and Cas¬ 
tro. Thankfully, Mercado 
will be returning next 
week as part of the final 
three. She has proven to be 
a very strong competitor, 
and one to be reckoned 
with. Unfortunately, it was 
Castro’s turn to say good- 
bye. 

“It’s been a pleasure ... 
dreams do come true, so 
dream big,” said Castro be¬ 
fore ending the show 
singing Bob Marley’s I Shot 
The Sheriff.
